Interest rates on com­ 
mercial paper has shown a steady 
increase. 
The average 
rate 
in 
New York in sixty to ninety days 
commercial paper in May was 
7 
14 per cent, an increase of almost 
one-half of one per cent over the 
average rate for April. 
The steady increase in the cost 
of capital to 
industry 
has now 
reached a figure 
that 
renders 
new financing very difficult to all 
hut the strongest concerns. 
A re­ 
cent survey of the cost of capi­ 
tal to industry showed that the 
cost of money to 
public 
utility 
coneema rose from a yield basis of 
6.90 per cent during the 
period 
from July to December, 1919, to 
7.83 per cent in May of this year. 
This is the yield basis upon which 
the securities were sold to the pub­ 
lic and does not include the under­ 
writing cost. 
The actual cost of 
the money to the industries 
was 
thus obviously considerably high­ 
er. 
A similar survey of the cost 
of money to industrial concerns 
showed that the new securities of­ 
fered during the latter half of 1919 
sold ot\ a hnsisi to 
yield 
about 
6.51 per cent and that hv May ofj 
this year they were selling on 
a 
yield basis of 7 1-4 per cent. What 
new financing has 
taken 
place 
among the railroads has been of­ 
fered at a yield well up to 7 per 
cent. The evil Influence that such 
high rate^. have upon productive 
enterprises is quite obvious. There 
arc hut few industrial concerns 
that can hope to obtain any profit 
from the us** of capital when they 
must pay from 8 
per 
cent 
to 
9 1-2 pci* cent or more for the use 
of mollify- The banking communi­ 
ty i s thoroughly aware of the situ­ 
ation and during the 
past 
few 
weeks strenuous efforts have been 
made to set in motion forces which 
will tend to bring about an 
im­ 
provement in financial corsiitioa.
